On 28 August 1953* Deutsch Wagram (P 49/S 50) airfield was occupied by 30 
!Mi6-15s, 1 single-engine aircraft with radial engine* and 16 Pe-2s. No air 
activity was observed between 8 a*m Q and 3 p.m. There was a 10/10 overcast 
and a medium degree of visibility. Individual soldiers were observed near 
the parked aircraft. Pe-2s were parked in the same arrangement as has been 
reported previously. No maintenance work was being done on the aircraft 
and apparently they have not seen air activity for a quite long time. 

On 3 September* 28 MiG-15s, 16 Pe-2s, and 1 single-engine aircraft with a 
radial engine were observed at the field. Between 8 a 0 m. and 2 p*rru, no 
air activity was conducted. There was a 3/10 overcast and good visibility.
